It involves continuous running 
of liquid chemicals, somewhat 
similar to those used by the 
kidneys, through one of the 
tubes into a cavity between two 
blood-filled membranes within 
the abdomen which are known 
as the "peritoneum." 


The resulting products are 


pumped out through the other 
tube.

Voters of Wisconsin will make a deci- 


•ion next Tuesday of national significance 
after all. When our presidential primary 
settled down earber this year to a contest 
between favorite-son candidates *m both 
the Republican and Democratic tickets, it 
lost most of its national stature.

Voters may be somewhat puz- 
zled by this buddy-buddy approach. Gov- 
ernor John Reynolds hag remarked that 
he and John Byrnes do not agree on many 
issues but they do see eye to eye on civil 
rights. He points out that Byrnes voted 
for the civil rights bill in the House. 


Yet there are sound reasons for heed- 


Ing this advice. Republicans who would 
cross over to vote for Wallace to embarrass 
Reynolds-would be doing * disservice to 
their own party, they have an opportunity 


to tend their delegation to the national 
convention 
with some real bargaining 


power if Byrnes should win a commanding 
margin. The state Democratic party has 
enough troubles of its own without party 
members insulting President Johnson as 
well as Reynolds. 


But what of the independent voters, 


some of whom might be tempted to vote 
for Wallace to demonstrate opposition to 
the civil right* bill? They should consider 
what else they are voting for in Wallace. 
He has presented his best southern man- 
ners while touring our state. But as the old 
saw goes, actions speak louder than words, 
and Wallace's record back in his home 
state of Alabama is there for any observant 
voter to inspect. Alabama is one of the 
most backward states in the nation in many 
respects, and the type of leadership Wal- 
lace represents has made it so. 


Wisconsin has a proud tradition of 


respect for the rights of the individual. 
It can tell the nation that it honors this 
tradition by giving Governor Wallace a 
pittance of its votes.

City Rubbish Collections 


The recent recommendation by Public 


Works Director Robert W. Bues that Ap- 
pleton residents should receive bi-weekly 
rubbish collections must have been hailed 
as welcome news by housewives who have 
been, vocal in their opposition to the pres- 
ent onee-a-month pickups. 


Copies of the extensive report com- 


piled by Bues and Sanitation Superinten- 
dent Hollis Broussard were presented to 
the street-sanitation committee, which in 
turn intends to see that every alderman 
gets a copy and has time to digest the 
information and recommendations prior 
to the matter being brought before the 
council for action. 
' 


Having had a chance to study th'e re- 


port, which includes considerable statis- 
tical data compiled last summer by a 
survey team which rode the collection 
trucks on all the routes, we would say it 
is an excellent piece of work. 


It points out the obvious that Apple- 


ton has been growing, both in area and 
population, and over the years the collec- 
tion plan was not updated, nor the equip- 
ment always made available, to cope with 
this situation. 


There is also tangible evidence to sup- 


port the recommendation that the Sani- 
tation Division be reorganized under a 
new type of work plan which would have 
crews responsible for trash collections and 
others assigned to garbage pickups on a 
fulltime basis. In the past there has been 
one pool of manpower and trucks first 
concentrating on garbage" pickups twice a 
week, and then shifting to trash collec- 
tions. 


The proposed new collection plan 


would not affect the garbage collection 
service the city now provides. Added 
operational costs may be suprisingly low. 


We heartily endorse the plan for rub- 


bish pickups every two weeks and are 
confident members, of the common council 
will see fit to approve it in the near future. 


Indonesians Are Hungry 


Indonesia's Sukarno continues to an- 


nounce to any who bother to listen that 
he plans to "crush Malaysia." And in-the 
meantime millions of his people are facing 
a food crisis that is no less than the threat 
of starvation according to American ob- 
servers. 


Two poor years for rice has been a 


jaa]or cause of the trouble but the misery 
has been increased by the appalling inept- 
ness of the government, the cutting off of 
trade by Sukarno with Malaysia and the 
withdrawal of American aid. There are no 
eigns as yet that things are going to get 
much better very soon. 


When Sukarno refused to abide by the 


United Nations' decision that Malaysia was 
legally created and was the will of the 
people, the United States cut its surplus 
food program. Sukarno himself, although 
he promised to accept the UN. findings, 
halted exports and imports with members 
of Malaysia although they constituted the 
major portion of Indonesian trade. Two 
million babies were born last year in Indo- 
nesia. Prices of everything are five to ten 
times higher than two years ago. Ths cost 
of nee in Jakarta has jumped to five 
times the price of only six months ago. 
Starving villagers are straggling into the 
cities where conditions are even worse. 
Equipment for a power plant takes as 
much as six weeks to be transported from 
the docks where it is unloaded to the site 
of construction—some six hundred yards 
away. 


Meanwhile the Communists are having 


a fine time. Sukarno has remained ada- 
mant about not permitting any of them 


in his government. But the Communists are 
probably the best organized single group 
in Indonesia. They are drumming up 
recruits among the hungry villagers by 
denouncing government ineptness while 
continuing to praise Sukarno. The Com- 
munists also back the crush Malaysia pro- 
gram since that helps to contribute to the 
misery on which they profit. And they 
can continue to complain that everything 
is still the fault of colonialists. 
„ Before too long we should be hearing 
liberal congressmen asking for a change 
in our policy to help succor the starving. 
And it may be the only way at that point 
to keep the sprawling nation from sinking 
into the Communist morass. As long as 
Indonesians continue to praise Sukarno, he 
is unlikely to make many changes. 


However, there are signs that the Dutch 


may be able to salvage something, not 
only of their own former holdings as in- 
dividuals in Indonesia but of the nation's 
economy. Sukarno confiscated their prop- 
erty in 1958 and expelled all Dutch citi- 
zens. But in part this was because of 
Dutch opposition at that time to Indonesian 
control of West New Guinea. After the 
United Nations took over West New Guinea 
and turned it over to Indonesia, there was 
not as much political profit for Sukarno 
in reprisals against the Dutch. 


The Dutch government is keeping in 


the background but it is likely that even- 
tually discussions will begin about com- 
pensation for the seized property. If Su- 
karno agrees to a reasonable solution, he 
may find markets to help make up for the 
break with Malaysia.

I suppose I'm a radical col- 


lege kid. I have lived in Apple- 
ton all my life, not complete- 
ly with closed eyes. During 
spring vacation I went to Mis- 
sissippi with twenty Lawrence 
students. We did not go down 
to make a civil rights fuss, 
and we did no demonstrating. 
I feel itrs a good idea to have 
some knowledge of a situation 
before foaming off at 
the 


mouth about it. 


The situation is not, to use 


a horrible pun, all black and 
white. One finds good and evil 
on both sides. Furthermore, I 
had to be aware of my own 
preconceived ideas and of the 
personal bias of whomever I 
spoke with. Southerners are 
right when they accuse us of 
being ignorant; even a pass- 
tag tourist remains that way. 
But just for fun, align your- 
self with one of your plati- 
tudes: ask directions to pre- 
dominantly - Negro Tougaloo 
College and watch Southern 
hospitality turn into a stare of 
ugly hate, if you're lucky to 
get away with that. One of the 
first things I learned was fear 
— something the Fox Valley 
knows little about. Most of 
those who fight 
the main- 


stream of Southern "thought no 
longer fear, for they've ac- 
cepted whatever may happen 
as part of the price which they 
have to pay. 


One can also learn intimida- 


tion. For example, it's possi- 
ble to dial well-advertised tel- 
ephone aumbers and hear a 
recorded message which be- 
gins with the complete read- 
ing of an NAACP invitation to 
a bi-racial ministerial ban- 
quet, followed by, 1'Ask your 
minister if he plans to attend 
this banquet. All information 
will be appreciated. Write to 
Box 408, Gulfport, Miss." Only 
two white ministers, Menno- 
nites, appeared at this partic- 
ular October banquet, and a 
crowd gathered and 
threw 


rocks through the 
windows 


while police walked to the oth- 
er side of the building. I 
brought back a small piece of 
that glass to touch whenever 
I don't believe what I've ex- 
perienced. These are pleasant 
stories; I've heard and you've 
read of things much more 
ugly and vicious. 


Eve^n my limited experience 


has shown me that the situa- 
tion is ,complex. The hatred 
and violence' would obviously 
be less if the Negroes wouldn't 
agitate, for no one needs to 
use physical or psychological 
force on thbse who accept 
their oppression. Those who 
fail to accept it are now mak- 
ing the news; a great many 
still remain despairingly hope- 
less and listless, either from 
fear, exhaustion, or a life-long 
oppression. There's something 
even more hideous than vio- 
lence: despair, I talked with 
two Negro girls — age 4 and 
5 _ who were standing and 
staring while about ten white 
children romped around; all of 
them were waiting for their 
mothers to buy clothing at 
token prices at a shop for the 
poor. I could hardly get those 
two children to talk, but I fi- 
nally had one of the greatest 
thrills of my life when I saw 


a spread-toothed grin on the 
youngest after I convinced her 
to take a piggyback ride. 


You see, there's more than 


just civil rights to Southern so- 
ciety* Civil rights is the most 
obvious expression to a deep- 
er desire to be a human be- 
ing — both in your own eyes 
and in the eyes of others. It's 
a foolish joke to say, "Well, 
Negroes are different from 
us" So are automobiles; so 
are Catholics or Protestants; 
so are brown-eyed people or 
blue-eyed people; the argu- 
ments make about that much 
sense. Negro IQ's are general- 
ly lower and crime rates gen- 
erally higher, but what can 
one expect from a generally 
poverty-stricken and hate-and- 
fear-filled environment? You 
don't hate and attack the be- 
low-average student who is 
your niece, nor your husband 
who is a drunken driver, nor 
the neighbor's son who is in 
reform school. You may not 
like, what fee does, but through 
love you try to help him and 
accept him as a human be- 
ing, or at least' you say you 
do. 


The Southern situation 
is 


evil, vicious, ugly, and dra- 
matic. The Northern situation 
possesses the first three qual- 
ities, but it's very, very sub-~ 
tie. It's no coincidence that 


Appleton has no Negroes to 
speak of. It's inhuman and dis- 
honest and uninformed to say, 
"I don't want a damn nigger 
living next door to me." It's 
rdly Christian to watch lo- 
cal churches and ministers 
beat around the bush on this 
issue; they'd probably be de- 
lighted to know 
that 
the 


largest'group of segregated in- 
stitutions in New Orleans are 
the Protestant churches. I'm 
not asking for pickets or for 
used clothing. I ask only that 
you be honest with yourself in 
your thoughts and feelings and 
to give equal weight to both 
words of the classification: 
black people. 


If your sincerity moves you 


to do something positive, well 
and good, but be sure. The 
word "love" can mean more 
than "sex." and maybe God, 
whoever He is. isn't dead yet. 
'And maybe everyone can free- 
ly experience those rare mo- 
ments that make life beauti- 
ful and be free from those 
that make it 
unnecessarily 


ugly and sickening. 
Maybe 


even George Wallace and' his 
lega i ize d 
dehumanization 


would like to give these things 
a chance. I doubt it, but may- 
be.

It has 
announced that if it does not 
receive notice of a valid en- 
actment to replace the old law 
on May 1 or before, it will act 
according to its own sense of 
its constitutional duty and es- 
tablish a new districting sys- 
tem by its own decree. 


Thus in one way or'another 


there will be new legislative 
districts in effect for the fall 
elections. There is no doubt 
that the legislature will do its 
utmost to write a formula of 
its own devising, not only be- 
cause of its plain constitution- 
al obligation, but because the 
precedent of default and Su- 
preme Court legislation is one 
that every responsible politi- 
cian dreads. 


BUT HOW? 


Yet legislative success is not 


assured, in spite of the popu- 
lar illusion that redistricting 
ought to be a comparatively 
simple task for men of good 
will and honest intentions. 


Individual and institutional 


considerations are 
involved, 


not to-- mention constitutional 
technicalities that are so diffi- 
cult to communicate that the 
ordinary pressures of public 
opinion are not operative to in- 
fluence a reasonable compro- 
mise. 


For the Republican majori- 


ty to write its own program 
will be difficult or impossible, 
for the human reason that half 
a dozen or more of the mem- 
bers of that bloc will be re- 
quired to vote for the extinc- 
ton of their own seats, or the 
reshuffling of political geogra- 
phy in such a way as to be 
distinctly disadvantageous and 
possibly fatal to their own ca- 
reers. 


The Republican leadership 


knows that. The knowledge 
accounts for the current talk 
about trying to work aut a bi- 
partisan program 
with .the 


Democratic minority, or with 
some of the members thereof. 


But that effort will probably 


falter because of the institu- 
tional interests of the parties, 
and the obdurate insistence of 
Gov. 
Reynolds that the legis- 


lature will follow his formula, 
or none. Here the question is 
whether 
Milwaukee County 


.will get 26 seats, or 25, or 24. 
It is a minor matter in today's 
politics, and not likely to al- 
ter the balance of political 
power. Doubtless it must seem 
a trivial thing to fight about. 


Yet to give Milwaukee Coun- 


ty 26 assembly seats would be 
to redress a problem in the 
city, at the price of discrimi- 
nation against some of the 
other counties, in the view of 
some 
of 
the strong-minded 


critics of the Democratic re- 
apportionment ultimatum. 


THE PROBLEM 


The Supreme Court has al- 


r e a d y 
acknowledged that 


mathematical equality cannot 
be obtained under incidental 
constitutional restrictions re- 
lating 
to 
town and county 


lines. Expressed as simply as 
possible, the position of the 
Republicans in general is that 
Milwaukee must bear its share 
— with other counties — of 
the constitutional responsibili- 
ty for inequality of represen- 
tation. Expressed again 
as 


simply as possible, Gov. Reyn- 
olds and his school insist that 
since perfection is possible in 
Milwaukee, 
it s h o u l d be 


achieved there, without regard 
to a compounding of the un- 
der-representation problems in 
other growing counties and the 
inevitable 
over-representation 


of some others. 


Thus the outcome probably 


depends on the willingness of 
the Democrats in the legisla- 
ture to meet the Republicans 
half way — on a 25 seat ar- 
rangement for Milwaukee — 
even at the price of incurring 
the displeasure of the gover- 
nor.

Drillers have reached the 85- 


foot level where a seal will be 
effected: Two casings were low- 
ered to this level. One, a 24- 
men casing, and another an 18-' 
inch casing will be used for the 
seal. 


Concrete will be dumped into 


the space between the 18- andi 
24-inch casings to insure an ade-, 
quate seal. 


Previously difficulty was en- 


countered when a deposit of de- 
composed limestone was found 
between .the ground level and 
the 85-foot depth. This concrete 
seal should solve the problem, 
Kalupa said. 


The old well, located at E. 


Main and Pennsylvania streets, 
was contaminated- by gasoline, 
and the water could not be used. 


The 200 feet of casing from 


the contaminated well was re- 
moved Wednesday by city work- 
ers and well drillers. 


After the casing was remov- 


ed, concrete was poured into th« 
hole to seal off the possibility 
of the water 'passing through 
the area and contaminating the 
new well. 


Lower Pump 


Kalupa said he hoped a test 


pump c.;uld be lowered into the 
new well Monday to try the new 
water. Drillers have reached the 
halfway paint with the new well 
and an attempt will'be made to 
get as much water as possible' 
out of the Hole before filling the 
space between the two pipes 
with concrete. 


When finished the new well 


should be able to produce ap- 
proximately 250 gallons of wa- 
ter a minute. This should tem- 
porarily, solve the city water 
problem, Kalupa said.
